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A method of rendering a page comprising the steps of 

a) performing a text browsing mode operation on data 
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b) judging whether or not a predetermined time period has 
elapsed; 

c) switching from onscreen representation in a text browsing 
mode to onscreen representation based on the result of step 
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A method of rendering a page comprising the steps of 
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A method of rendering a page comprising the steps of 

a) performing a text browsing mode operation on data 
obtained; 

b) judging whether or not acquisition of the whole data of 
the page is finished 

c) switching from onscreen representation in a text browsing 
mode to onscreen representation based on the result of step 
b in which definition information is applied. 
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
